Democracy in Ohaos. 


The country cannot too deeply 


ponder the fearful significance of the 
point made by Mr. Elaine in his 
brief speech at Toledo. No more 
weighty utterance has been given to 
the country since President Lincoln's 
pithy speech at Gettysburg. Mr. 
Elaine said: 


There is not one great measure that the 


Bopublioau party has adopted, nor one 
great step the party has taken rinoe the 
inauguration of Abraham Lincoln in 
1861, that the Democratic party has not 
opposed and ban not considered unconsti- 
tutional So that to-day to remand the 
_ 


Government of tho United Stat - to the 'v 
control of the Democracy is not merely 
an ordinary change of parties. It is a 
total reversal of tte entire policy that 
lias distingaislied the Government of 
the United States since 1861. 


Apply Mr. Blaine's point in prac- 


tice. If the Democratic doctrine is 
true, that a protective tariff is uncon- 
stitutional, then an importer has the 
right to simply nullify the statute 
and demand that his goods be laid on 
the wharf without paying a cent of 
duty. Every Democratic collector 
in every American port would be 
bound to close the doors of hia cus- 
tom-house, and order his clerks to 
perform no other duties than to draw 
on the Treasury for their salaries, 
for all import duties are unconstitu- 
tional, since there is not a duty left 
in the tariff act that is not in some 
degree protective. The-simple car- 
rying out of this Democratic doc 
trine for one day would end the sol- 
vency of the United States, reduce 
its bonds to a dead level with Con- 
federate scrip, destroy the value of 
greenbacks and National bank notes, 
and send gold as measured in papar 
currency not merely up to 280, as it 
was when Grant defeated the Demo- 
cratic party on the Bapidan, but 
would send gold as measured in 
Federal paper, up to 2,800. Tho 
Democratic party has never ceased 
to denounce the abolition of slavery 
and the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the consti- 
tution as unconstitutional. If so 
they are void and no legal barrier 
intervenes between tho backs of 
6,000,000 blacks at the South and 
the lash of the man-owner.
